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Changes Aimed 


, At Reducing 


Traffic Hazards 


A five point change in traffic 
signals at the intersection of Fuc- 
lid Ave., and Foothill Blvd., as 
recommended by the State Divi- 
sion of highways, is to be re 
viewed by the Upland city coun. 
cil tonight. 

The five changes are aimed at 
simplifying signals*for the motor- 
ist at this corner where confu- 
sion in the past has: resulted ir 
a much greater percentage oi 
accidents than average, at inter- 
| Sections. 

Changes which will be imme- 
diately installed include: relocat- 
ing the vehicle detector on Foot- 
hill Blvd., 500 feet in advance of 
jits present location affording 
the added warning to approaching 
|Cars; a change in light detectors 
when making a left turn off Foot- 
| hill in separate lanes with separ- 
ate phases of signals for through 
j traffic. A third change is to re- 
locate signal heads for through 
Foothill traffic so that only the 
|left turn signal will be visable to 
those making the left turn. off 
| Euclid. This caused considerable 
}confusion in the past when those 
| turning left were stopped in error 
by the red light against through 
ioothill traffic. 

A fourth change is the addi- 
tion of two 20,000 mercury Vapor 
|lights at the corner and a fifth 
;improvement will be the installa- 
|tion of two flashing beams 1,000 
|ft. west of Euclid over a sign to 
warn of the stop ahead.

WATER PROBLEMS 


Numerous factors enter. into 
Southern California from points 
of origin to the north, Mayor 
Stone. said. Assemblyman Lind- 
say pointed out that Southern 
California has 52° per cent of the 
population and only four per cent 
of the water run-off. In the area 
where the water run-off is heavi- 
est the population figures are 
reversed. At the point of origin, 
of possible water for the South- 
land, only four per cent of state’s 
population lives in an area where 
90 per cent of the run-off origi- 
nates. 


Present proposals to bring wa- 
ter to the Southland have brought 
about three questions which must 
be answered before any project 
is feasible, Mayor Stone said 
they learned at the conference.

Woman's Club

With a recent ruling of the 
State Board of Equalization add-| 
ing a four cent tax to meals, 
served members of the Upland 
Woman’s club, women’ of the} 
state have gone quietly into ac- 
tion to correct a condition they | 
believe was never intended when | 
the tax on meals became law. | 

The tax ups luncheon money of | 
local members from. $11.00 to} 
$1.04. Three cents of this goes to| 
the state and the reamining cent 
goes to the city. 


The Upland Woman’s club is/{ 
not alone in its appeal against 
the ruling. The matter has had | 
consideration by their federation | 
and was widespread enough for | 
to become an issue at the 
last legislative session. 


Taking up wie cudgels on be- 
half of the women was Eugene 
G. Nisbet, Upland, state assem- 
blyman. Prior to prorogation Mr. 
Nisbet had legislation prepared 
on the matter. Due to complica- 
tions. and ramifications. of the 
whole problem he said it was 
held over. 

“An attempt will be made to 
relieve the situation,’’ Mr. Nis-| 
bet said. ‘‘Under the present law | 
the tax is just. But I feel the} 
law was never intended to pena- 
lize such organizations as the 
Woman’s club which is render- | 
ing a community service. 

“On the other hand it is a seri-| 
ous situation. We must protect) 
the interests of the merchants. | 
There are cases where clubs are 
formed for the purpose of serv-| 
ing meals in competition with} 
established merchants. We can’t| 
support a tax free regulation
